*. New Life-Savers. 

A-most interesting . exhibition ‘has 
recently taken place on the Thames. 
The apparatus consists of'a dregs worn 
above the ordinary clothes, and-which: 
consists, firstly, of a large flexible 
cork belt, ‘or vest, to be, fastened 
around the chest ; sscondly, of an in- 
diarubber garment. made in one piece, 
covering the whole’ person from head 
to foot. This has no opening except 
one at the neck, throual which, being 
elasti¢, the legs and body with the, 
arms, can /be_ introduced; and 
openings for the two Wands: af 
the ends of the sleeves, but ¢lasp: 
ing the wrists so tightly that not a 
drop of water can get’in ; theré is a 
hood” behind the neck, to cover the 
head, with a flap under the ¢éhin, 
supported by small air—tubes, to guard 
the face from splashing waves. The 
whole is fastened to. the body by a 
strap -round. the waist, and by braces 
over the shoulders. The feet, where 
the covering of indiarubber is thick 
and strong. are turther protected by 
‘metallic shoes, weighted so as to keep 
the: body in an upright position. For, 
the hands there is a pair of propellers, 
to act like the,web-fect of water-fow] 
in swimming; each of these instru- 
ments has an expanding and- con- 
tracting framework, so made as. to. 
present whén paddled in ‘a back~ 
ward direction, a broad concave sur- 
face against the water behind, there- 
by driving the person: forward ; but 
folding up again when: his hand is 
brought again torthe Front, and thus 
affording the least resistance to his 
progressive motion. These propellers, 
paddles, or fins, are made of canvas 
stretched upon wire, and might, of 
course, be’ available -\for ‘swimming 
without the indiarubber floating ap- 
quite a new invention, for something 
of the kind was ‘proposed by Ben- 
jimin- Franklin a hundred years ayo.

or out of. beil, I demand tosece him, 
in virtue of my privilege of access to 
him at all times; and, if-you re- 
fuse permission ‘you will take . the 
consequence.” Ilis Emperial-Majesty 
was not asleep, if in bed, and hearing 


the altercation and Lord Cochrane's 


voice, he came out to. ask what had 
brought his naval, commander-in- 
chief thereat that hour. Jord Coeh- 
rane informéd his: Majesty of the con- 
‘templated plan of searching his ship; 
there was to be a military review by 
the Emperor the next. day, and while 
the review was: proceeding troops 
were to.be sent-on board his ship to 
offer him this indignity, If they 
came on, board, he told the Emperor, 
he would treat them as pirates. The
